Have  you  ever  stopped  to  think  about  our  school  of  Nursing- --when  it  was  opened, 
how  many  were  in  the  first  class,  who  they  were,  what  the  uniforms  looked  like,  where 
was  the  first  nurses'  home?  Gosh,  I  am  sure  that  there  are  numerous  things  that  interest 
you  and  that  you  would  like  to  know  more  about.  In  the  next  few  pages  I  shall  try  to 
furnish  you  with  some  information  to  settle  your  curiosity  and  if  you  were  a  member  of 
one  of  the  earlier  graduating  classes,  maybe  it  will  bring  back  some  old  and  happy 
memories. 


THROUGHOUT  THE  YEARS ---HOW  THEY  DID  FLY! 

1916  -  The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  School  of  Nursing  was  organized  with  Miss  E.  W. 

Bauer  as  Superintendent. 

1920  -  Dr.  John  M.  Emmett  succeeded  Dr.  Wheeler  as  Chief  Surgeon  of  our  hospital 
and  has  continued  to  hold  this  position  to  present. 

1925  -  Miss  Maude  Daugherty  became  Superintendent  of  the  hospital  and  of  the  Nurses. 
Also  Miss  Daugherty  helped  to  organize  the  Nurses'  Alumnae  Association  with  Miss 
Anna  Ferrie  as  first  president. 

1932  -  Miss  Daugherty  resigned  and  was  replaced  by  Miss  Pearl  Pope.  Miss  Pope  re¬ 
mained  until  1934  when  the  School  of  Nursing  was  discontinued  because  it  was  felt 
that  there  was  a  superfluous  number  of  nurses  being  graduated  and  a  demand  for  their 
services  did  not  exist. 

1937  -  School  of  Nursing  reopened  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Pearl  Pope  as  superin¬ 
tendent. 

1941  -  A  new  and  modern  nurses'  home  was  constructed.  Miss  Clyde  Cox  succeeded 
Miss  Pope. 

1942  -  World  War  II.  A  number  of  nurses  entered  the  armed  forces. 

1944  -  Miss  Louise  Reynolds  was  appointed  to  take  over  the  combined  responsibility  of 
Hospital  Supt.  and  Supt.  of  Nurses. 

1946  -  Largest  class  of  nurses  to  graduate. 

1949  -  Miss  Grace  Ricks  succeeded  Miss  Carson  and  was  made  Educational  director  of 
the  School,  thus  assuming  direct  responsibility  of  the  school  of  Nursing.  Miss  Ricks  was 
made  Associate  Director  of  the  School  in  1958. 

1955  -  May  12,  1955  -  The  new  east  wing  of  the  hospital  was  dedicated. 

1958  -  Our  school  has  met  state  accreditation  requirements  and  has  provisional  Nation¬ 
al  accreditation.
